A Scientific View of the Source of the 
Old River Beds of California.

The gravel and boulders in by far 
the largest of the California geld- 
beds are pure quartz, and the same is 
more or less true ef all these gravel- 
beds; whereas it is said that were the 
present mountains in California 

unded down, the quartz contained 
in them weuld not constitute a ten- 
thousandth part of the alluvial gravel- 
beds so widely spread over the 
country. Whence, then, had all the 
geld come? Where were the great 
recks or mountains of quartz from 
which these wide-spread gravel-beds 
proceeded?! The geologists, aad in- 
deed everyone, made sure of the ex- 
istence of these parent gold rocks or 
mountains, yet they could not be 
found. And at length 

THE STRANGE TRUTH 


has come to light that these parent 
rocks no longer exist, that they passed 
away long ages ago, leaving only 
theses. wide-spreading gravel-beds 
to tell of their past existence. These 
gravel-beds are like streams whose 
fouatains have long ago dried up. 
In California at least—and may not 
the same thing ere long be found 
true in Australia?—the search for 
gold has revealed a geolegical ro- 
mance, left by primeval time to 
astonish and instruct the world in its 
maturity; reminding man that the 
earth existed for immeasurable wons 
before he appeared on the scene, and 
preserving for his eye the signs of the 
vast which have en place 
in the surface of the land even upon 
which he now walks,and enabling 
him 
TO PICTURE THE LANDSCAPE, 
or extensive panorama, in California, 
during countless of primeval 
time, when these vast auriferous de- 
its were in the course of formation. 
At first the gold-seekers worked away 
fn the ravines and river-beds, content 
with the ample gold which repaid 
their labours. But by-and-by the 
miners began to track these golden 
sands to a common source. They 
found that there was a point in the 
course of the streams beyond which 
little or no gold was found, but at 
which paint a vast gravel-bed arose on 
either hand, richly charged with gold, 
extendiog for miles from north to 
seuth, and that it was the cutting of 
the various streams through this im- 
mense gravel-bed that brought down 
the golden sands. As explorations 
were made, it was found that this 
gravel-bed was the channel of a great 
river which had once flown there. 
Ita course has not yet been fully as- 
gertained, but by sinking at various 
ints it has been traced continuously 
or fifty miles; its breadth varies from 
half a mile te a mile anda half; and 
the gravel bed which marks the 
course of this old stream is upwards

A HUNDRED YARDS IN DEPTH! 


Atthis depth below the present 
surface they find the original of 
the river—a bed of rock, smooth and 
waterworn, with pot-holes where the 
eddies once swirled; and the middle 
ef the bed, where the current ran 
strongest, isa good deal lower than 
the sides. How many centuries must 
have while this mighty river 
still flowed upon the bare rock! —_ 
ially as its current must have n 
slow, for the bed slopes enly two or 
three feet in the mile. Thereafter, as 
time and the weather and the feeding 
torents and streamlets of the mighty 
river gto wear down the rocks 
around its source, its channel began 
to be covered with boulders and

Geolegists have 
an interesting field for study and re- 
search in the various gold-bearing 
gravel-beds of California. These are 
distinct frem the auriferous sands of 
the existing streams; they mark the 
course of ancient inundations, or of 
rivers which have long since ceased to 
flow. They mark the course of ex- 
tinct rivers, just asthe boulders and 
detritus of moraines mark the course 
of extinct glaciers.

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Death by Hanging Painless. 


All evidence goes to show that death 
by hanging is painless,and there is pos- 
itively no fact or well-formed opinien 
to the contrary. If this be the case, 
then whatis the explanation of it? 
Simply this: That in every form of 
strangulatien the blood vessels of the 
neck are compressed, as well as the air 

assages. A large part of the blood is 
returned from the head by the exter- 
nal jugular veins, which are very 
near the surface, and in which the 
current can be checked by slight 

ressure. Most ef the blood from the 

rain itself comes back through the 
internal jugular veins, which lie near 
but a little outside of the caretid ar- 
teries. The walls of veins are lax and 
yielding, so as to be easily ce . 
while those of the arteries are firm and 
elastic, and it requires considerable 
force to approximate them. re, 
then, which is sufficent to close the 
jugular veins only crowds the carotids 
a little further inward, and the blood 
is still poured through them iuto the 
brain, whence it cannot escape. When 
this pumping process is going on at 
the rate of seventy strokes a minute, 
it is easy to understand how the en- 
gorgement ef the vessels ef the brain 
in a short time reaches a degree which 
causes insensibility. To explain why 
this congestion causes unconsciousness 
would involve a techoical discussion 
which would here be out of place. It 
must suffice that it does; so that, as 
the cerebral congestion in a hanging 
person brings on insensibility within 
a minute, while the physical agony of 
suffering does not n until later 
it follows that the victim does not feel 
any of the pangs of asphyxia. He first 
becomes insensible, with accompany- 
ing pleasurable fee! from cere- 
bral congestion, and is cheked 
to death while unconscious.

FREE COINAGE LAWS. 


There is a class of men engaged in 
the endeavor to secure the privilege 
fur parties owning silver to take it to 
the United States mints and have it 
coined into dollars containing an 
amount of metal which would be 
worth 83 or 84 cents in the market. 
The only way they can gain the least 
suppert for this scheme is by making 
their followers believe it would bring 
silver up in price, and at the same 
time make money more plenty. That 
a few really do believe this we do net 
doubt, but a great many advocate it 
for selfish and corrupt reasons. If we 
believed such an effect to be possible, 
the Gazerre would be working with 
might and main for the success of the 
‘law, but we are entirely unable to see 
hew it would benefit the state at 
large, and poor men in particular, fer 
afew already rich men to be allowed 
to take 83 cents werth of silver te the 
minta, and after it is coined give them 
power by law to compel us poor fel.
